It is said boildings were destroyed
at Saliopas, about 100 miles south of
Ban Frapcisco,

It is reported that two shipe at aun.
clhior in the bay were sunk.

The first shock of the earthquake
was felt at 5:15 4. m. on Wednesday
aond lnsted for a minate aod a half.
It was so viclent that it seot great
baild ings to the streets a mass of roiue
and orscking the earth in many places
broke the water mains leaving the city
withont water with which to fight the
hundreds of fires that started with
the smashing of the buildings, The
slectric light wires went down as did
the telegraph and telephone wires,
No commnuuication coold be had with
the city all day Wedneaday but by
Thursday the wires were put in order.
The railroad tracks were damaged and
Southern Pacific trains have been de-
layed.

All the neighboring towns were
damaged but only to a limited extent,
The earthquake shocks continoed dur-
ing the day doing additional damage
and still more terrorizing the people,
The shocks were felt as far south as
Los Angeles and all Soathern Oregon

The mine now known as the Eoreka
was discovered about 10 years ago by
Willinm H. Miller, a veteran pros-
pector. In the next two years Miller
took out u large quantity of gold,
generally oredited st from $10,000
to $15,000, which he mortared oat, so
rich was the rook. He had several
offers to buy the mine, but would nok
soll except for oash and eight years
ago he nold the property to a company
of Eovreka, Cal., men for #$28,000.
Miller was a queer old fellow and in.
sisted on baviog the gold cain connted
ont to him, but when be saw the bulk
and the great weight be relactantly
consented to take a draft for the
greater part of his easily soquoired
wealth, He soon after went to Alnska
and has oot been heard of since by his
friends in tbis seotion. The Eureka
company equipped the mine with a
fing 10-stamp mill and operated It
nwhile, bot legal difficulties arising
the mine was shut down.
